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Family’s shock as car 
smashes into lounge

A HOUSEHOLDER has told of his 
shock at discovering a car which 
ploughed into the front room of 
his home narrowly missed one of 
his daughters. 

Mohammed Abdul Bashir, 62, of 
Biscot Road, was at the hospital 
with two of his daughters on 
Wednesday when a car knocked 
down part of his neighbour’s wall, 
crashed into a 
Vauxhall Corsa 
parked outside 
his property 
and ploughed 
into his lounge. 

His daughter 
Ragia, who only 
bought the 
Corsa three 
weeks ago, had 
been sitting in the lounge minutes 
before the incident, which hap¬ 
pened at around 6.30pm. 

The vehicle, which Mr Bashir 
said was silver, drove off before 
being abandoned in nearby 
Lansdowne Road. The driver is 
said to have fled the scene. 

The 62-year-old added: “We are 
shocked because his car has dam¬ 
aged my daughter’s car and my 
house. If there were people in the 
lounge when it happened he 


would have killed them. When I 
came home I found over a hun¬ 
dred people standing outside. We 
had only gone out for half an hour 
and this happened.” 

Ragia said: “I had gone to the 
bathroom when it happened. The 
house shook and it was really loud. 

“I could hear glass breaking so I 
quickly ran downstairs and I saw 
the brick wall sticking out. When I 
ran outside I saw my car but the 
driver had driven off. 

“The licence 
plate from the 
other car came 
off and was left 
behind but I was 
really shaken 
and shocked by it 
all.” 

Olaf Sotola, Mr 
Bashir’s neigh¬ 
bour, said he had 
been watching a film with his wife 
when he heard a loud bang which 
sounded ‘like a bomb had gone 
off’. 

He added: “We just came out and 
did not know what had happened. 
The guy drove away but it could 
have been in my house. There’s 
also a school and a pedestrian 
crossing nearby.” 

Bedfordshire Police have 
launched an investigation and are 
appealing for witnesses to call 101.

Councillors 
approve tax 
increase 
countywide 

BOTH Luton Borough 
Council and Central 
Bedfordshire Council 
voted to increase council 
tax by 3.95 per cent this 
week 

At the Luton Borough 
Council meeting on 
Monday, the Liberal 
Democrat group rejected 
the proposed budget 
while the Conservatives 
supported it, with 
Councillor John Garrett, 
leader of the group say¬ 
ing: “We don’t support 
everything you say but we 
don’t have enough mem¬ 
bers to challenge and we 
don’t want to waste the 
council’s time.” 

In a heated debate, 
council leader, Labour 
Cllr Hazel Simmons, said 
they were only using that 
as an excuse as they were 
too lazy to provide an 
alternative budget. 

In Central Bedfordshire, 
objection came from for¬ 
mer Liberal Democrat 
councillor Rita Egan, who 
said: “This year’s budget 
consultation is yet anoth¬ 
er example of how Central 
Bedfordshire fulfils its 
statutory duty then 
ignores what residents 
say.” 

Residents had objected 
to the tax hike in consul¬ 
tation but council officers 
still proposed the increase 
in the budget.

UNIVERSAL credit was 
introduced in Luton on 
Monday and a number 
of new claims have 
been made already. 

The government says 
the new benefit system 
is designed to ‘help 
people who are able to 
work get the best out of 
their benefits and still 
be able to work towards 
starting a career’. 

Mairead McGeoghan, 
customer service oper¬ 
ations manager for 
Department for Work 
and Pensions Luton 
said: “The new system 
introduces a single 
monthly payment of 
benefits, similar to 
being in the world of 
work. 

“Benefits go down as 
earnings increase, it’s 
based solely on how 
much you earn and not 
how many hours you 
work.” 

It will replace a num¬ 
ber of benefit schemes 
with one single pay¬ 
ment, and the govern¬ 
ment hopes it will 
increase employment by 
300,000 and make 3m 
homes better off. 

The new benefit will 
be open to anyone mak¬ 
ing new claims. 

Existing claims are not 
affected by the intro¬ 
duction of the new 
scheme.

TWO men have joined forc¬ 
es to organise a fundraising 
event for a homeless ex-ser¬ 
viceman who cannot get 
housing because he will not 
give up his pet dogs. 

Gavin Lockyer (pictured 
right), 39, who served in the 
Royal Navy for five years, has 
not had a home for the last 
two years and has been told 
by Luton Borough Council 
he cannot be rehomed along 
with his two dogs. 

The council said it did not 
have ‘any obligations to any 
pets or animals within a 
household’. 

The event, on March 12, is 
being organised Sparky 
Oneall, who runs a mainte¬ 
nance business, and his 
employee Marc Watson at 
pool club Ray’s Cues in 
Guildford Street. 


Gavin said he used to rent a 
place in Bury Park with his 
wife but had to move out 
because the landlord wanted 
the property back. 

After that the pair moved 
into another property but 
they were not allowed to 
keep the dogs so Gavin left 
and is now looking for 
another place. 

He said: “She is still there 
but she is not very well. I sur¬ 
vive as best I can. 

“My benefits were stopped 
for a long time and I got some 
reinstated but I survive on 
what people are good 
enough to give me and I 
make sure that my dogs eat. 

“Marc and Sparky have 
been brilliant and have been 
sorting things out for me and 
are really nice blokes. 

“I just met them in the 
street and they’re doing their 
best to raise a deposit.” 

Sparky said he had been in 


contact with companies 
willing to donate money for 
the fundraising event. 

He added: “The council are 
saying that he will only get a 
house if he gets rid of the 
dogs but it’s hard finding a 
private landlord who will 
take people with benefits. 

“All the landlords want 
someone who is working but 
how can you get a home if 
you do not have a job?” 

A council spokesman said: 
“In general, the authority 
does not have a statutory 
duty to secure accommoda¬ 
tion for an individual if they 
have caused their own 
homelessness or if they are 
assessed as not being a ‘pri¬ 
ority need’. 

“We also do not have any 
obligations to any pets or 
animals within a household 
and it is becoming increas¬ 
ingly difficult to find land¬ 
lords willing to accept pets.”

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Police called out 
after gun attack

ARMED police officers had to rush to a trav¬ 
ellers' site in Dunstable last Friday following 
reports of a gun being fired. 

Bedfordshire Police said no-one was injured 
in the incident, which happened at 8.55pm at 
the site in Watling Street. 

Police officers searched the area after find¬ 
ing a damaged vehicle, caravan and chalet.

“I was not able to confirm if the entire house 
had been attacked all the way around. At least 
one caravan to the left and rear of the house 
was attacked. 

“One white Ford Transit van parked in the 
driveway had a great many gashes into its 
bodywork, some in the shape of an axe. 

“Clearly this has been the scene of great vio¬ 
lence and on an unprecedented scale.” 

A police spokeswoman said officers have 
been patrolling the area regularly since the 
incident and an investigation has been 
launched.

Policeman lost count’ 
of teens he slept with

AN EX-POLICEMAN accused 
of grooming underage girls 
online has said he could not 
recall how many teenagers 
he had sex with. 

Mohammad Arshad, 35, of 
Ferndale Road, Luton, told a 
jury at St Albans Crown 
Court: “I don’t remember. It is 
hard for me to say.” 

When prosecutor James 
Newton-Price asked if it was 
less or more than a 100, he 


replied: “It is hard for me to 
put a number on it.” 

Arshad is accused of groom¬ 
ing girls online after looking 
at more than 5,000 profiles 
on Facebook. 

His trial relates to 13 alleged 
victims aged between 13 and 
16 between October 2012 and 
December 2014. He denies 22 
child sex offences charges. 

He is said to have driven 
around with girls in his car 
and persuaded some to have 
sexual activity with him. 

When asked if he felt shame, 


Arshad replied: “Religiously, 
yes, but I have not committed 
a crime.” 

He denied keeping two 
phones - one for his family 
and the other to contact girls. 

Arshad also told the court 
he had been making contact 
with girls on social media 
since he was a teenager. 

He said he believed that all 
the girls he had contact with 
were over 16. He paid one girl 
£50 for sex, but said she told 
him she was 18. 

The trial continues.

Because I am transsexual I 
have experienced hate before. 

Previous incidents deeply 
hurt me at the time. And I felt 
that I wasn’t taken seriously 
when I reported it. It meant 
that I wasn’t confident in 
reporting other incidents. 

But one day last year was 
different - this was a direct in 
my face incident. 

I was supporting someone 
with a learning disability to go 
to the dentist and as we were 
about to leave the surgery car 
park we got blocked in by 
another car. 

I beeped the horn to let them 
know we were trying to leave. 
What happened next was truly 
shocking! A young woman 
came to my window scream¬ 
ing at me for having the 
audacity to beep her. As she 
got closer she became con¬ 
fused about my gender. 

“What are you? I don’t know 
what you are!” were some of 
her transphobic comments. 

She returned to her car, only 
to reappear with her phone, 
still screaming abuse at me. 

She filmed me while calling 
me a “man woman thing” and 
saying she was going to put it 
all over Facebook. 

The abuse didn’t stop. “How 
does that make you feel?” 

She screamed at me. 

Well how do you think? I was 
shaken and tearful, my confi¬ 
dence had been knocked. This 
was a targeted and aggressive 
attack. 

It also came a year after my 
reassignment operation so I 
was slightly surprised as I’m a 
lot more natural in looks now. 

I blend in to the background 
much better. 

I got back to my workplace 
and took some time out to 
reflect on what had happened. 

I took courage from my boss 
who advised me to report the 
incident, she believed I 
shouldn’t let my abuser get 
away with it. 


I went and found a quiet spot 
and made the call to the 
police. The next day I went to 
Greyfriars with my partner to 
make a statement. I was 
treated very sensitively and 
left feeling valued as a person. 

As a transsexual woman. 

And as a victim of a hate 
crime. 

A few days later I got a call 
from the police who informed 
me the woman had been 
arrested, interviewed, cau¬ 
tioned and charged with sec¬ 
tion 4a public order offence 
and bailed to appear in court 
in a month’s time. 

Suddenly I felt lifted a little, 
knowing that whatever hap¬ 
pened now, the woman 
responsible for that ghastly 
incident would face some jus¬ 
tice - even if she somehow 
managed to avoid a convic¬ 
tion. She didn’t. She was con¬ 
victed, fined and collected a 
criminal record. 

When I reported transphobic 
abuse to police in 2010 it 
seemed to me as though 
knowledge, understanding and 
even a desire to act by individ¬ 
ual officers was lagging 
behind the actual law. But this 
time was different. 

Obviously there are ques¬ 
tions that need to be asked, 
but there are sensitive and 
insensitive ways to ask ques¬ 
tions, and my role there was 
to give them the words and 
phrases that were soft and 
sensitive enough to elicit a 
positive outcome in gaining 
the right information. 

I had no fear of talking to the 
police and even thought it 
would be interesting to see 
how much change there had 
been in recent years. 

I want to send a message to 
all transgender and transsexu¬ 
al people - the police are on 
the side of victims, and treat 
trans people sensitively and 
value their need for justice just 
as much as everyone else.

Cherish her memory

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Wife of man left 
with swab to sue

THE widow of a man who died after hospital 
staff left a swab in his body for 13 years is 
taking legal action. 

Former long-distance lorry driver Francis 
Fiibbard died in 2014, but scans before his 
death revealed Luton & Dunstable Hospital 
staff had failed to spot a swab left from a pros¬ 
tate operation in 2001. 

His wife Christine, 70, said she has felt ‘lost 
and alone’ since her husband of almost 50 
years died in her arms after going into a coma 
for seven days during an operation to remove 
the swab. 

Following his operation in 2001, the hospi¬ 
tal missed the swab on a CT scan in 2003 and 
only identified in 2014 when Mr Hibbard suf¬ 
fered a severe deterioration. It emerged that a 
mass attached to it had calcified and grown 
around veins and had become the size of a 
melon, pressing on his rectum and bowel. 

Christine said: “I feel angry. Angry firstly 
that a swab was left behind following his 
operation in 2001, and then that it was also 
missed on a scan. 

“All those years he lived with a swab inside 
him. I just feel the health system badly let 
him down. In my view the poor treatment left 
him in agony and had a massive impact on 
his health. I am so angry and always will be.” 

Renu Daly, a medical negligence specialist 
representing Christine, said the case left 
‘many serious questions to be asked’. 

She added: “There is quite simply no excuse 



or explanation that can be given to defend the 
error of leaving a swab behind inside a patient 
following an operation. It is a simple case of 
counting the swabs in and back out again to 
ensure a mistake is not made.” 

An inquest into the lorry driver’s death is 
now due to be heard next month. 

An L&D spokesman: “We carried out a thor¬ 
ough internal review and provided an expla¬ 
nation and apology to Mr Hibbard’s family. 

“We would like to apologise again for the 
error, and for the fact that a key opportunity 
to identify and remove the swab was missed 
during a CT scan in 2003. 

“This is clearly something that should never 
have happened.”

A NAME change has been called for on a road 
with historical connections to colonialism. 

Havelock Road, Luton, is named after Henry 
Havelock, who brutally crushed the Indian 
Rebellion in 1857 and is widely viewed as a 
war criminal in India. 

Walter Arbuthnaught, of Grove Road, 
Houghton Regis called for the name change, 
saying: “The widespread savagery of the 
reprisals [to the rebellion] exacted by 
Havelock’s men involved fastening people to 
the muzzles of cannons and blowing them to 
piece, which remains one of the darkest chap¬ 
ters in Britain’s history of colonial 
oppression. 

“I believe Hazel Simmons, who believes in 
Luton’s rich ethnic diversity, should lose no 
time in taking steps towards renaming 
Havelock Road and Havelock Rise and in 
doing so remove a slur which has been 
allowed to stain Luton for far too long.” 

Local historian Howard Chandler said: 
“Looking at it from a pragmatic sense I 
wouldn’t change it, but I can see the argu¬ 
ment as some do view him as a war criminal.” 

A spokesman for Luton Borough Council 
said: “There are numerous historic references 
made within street names and the Council 
has no plans to consider renaming any roads 
in Luton. 

“Any approach would require significant 
extenuating circumstances in addition to 
approval by the street’s residents and associ¬ 
ated payment to cover all costs.” 


Bridging the 
gap with our 
road name 

Howard Chandler looks at how bridges have 
influenced street’s history 


What do you expect to find in a road that has 
been called Bridge Street for at least 150 
years? The first bridge was built there as early 
as the 12th century but nothing is there now 
The river flooded and caused a death in 1975 
but it is difficult to even see evidence of the 
river as it passes this point. 

There was only a footbridge then, with car¬ 
riages going through the water at what was 
known as the ‘horse-pool’. During the flood 
carriages could not get through and those that 
tried got into difficulties. 

After more floods in 1797 the level of the 
road was raised by seven feet and two brick 
bridges built over the water. I could not find 
any Bridge Street signs on a recent visit, and 
it is now mostly pedestrianised and forms the 
north side of St George’s square. 

A ‘bridge’ connecting the Galaxy Centre with 
a car park still exists but with the car park 
demolished, it is no longer in use.

Farewell Tony, we’

IT is not every day that a 
funeral attracts condolences 
from a local council, member 
of parliament and the govern¬ 
ment of your country of birth. 

Then again, Tony fules was 
no ordinary man. 

From the hundreds gathered 
at Futures House in Marsh 
Farm for his funeral on 
Tuesday and the sentiment 
expressed by friends and fam¬ 
ily who spoke on the day, it 
was clear to see that Luton 
had indeed lost a much-loved 
and well respected son. 

He died on February 7 at the 
age of 63 at Keech Hospice 
after a battle with prostate 
cancer which began in 2011. 
Before he passed he made 
headlines after raising more 
than £40,000 to enable Keech 
to take on a new nurse. 

When he started the fund¬ 
raising campaign last August 
he referred to the nurses as 
his ‘angels’ and it was at the 
hospice’s site at Great 
Bramingham Lane where the 
day began. 

Keech staff paid their 
respects and Tony’s family 
expressed their gratitude for 
the care they displayed when 
he arrived there in May last 
year. 

From Keech the family went 
to a private service before the 
funeral procession, led by 



musicians, made its way to 
Future’s House for the cele¬ 
bration of a life which had left 
its mark on the local commu¬ 
nity. 

Before moving to Luton 15 
years ago Tony worked in 
London in the regeneration 
sector. He continued this work 
in the town, playing an inte¬ 
gral part in the building of 
Future’s House as well as 
many other community pro¬ 
jects. 

When I spoke with Denise, 
Tony’s wife, in the week after 
he died, she told me he 
‘always thought of people 
before himself. 

And this was a theme 
repeated throughout the ser¬ 
vice on Tuesday. 

In the eulogy, his eldest son 
Taj said: “He was a font of wis¬ 
dom and inspired by my own 
thirst for knowledge and a 
love for knowing about my 
history and culture. 

“I am so proud to have had a 
father who I’ve not heard any¬ 



one say a bad word about and 
who whilst on this earth, 
though for too short a time, 
made a difference.” 

His friends Dr Jude Mills and 
Jacqueline McKenzie spoke 
about his involvement in 
Grenada’s revolutionary 
movement whilst Luton North 
MP Kelvin Hopkins said his 
life was an example ‘we would 
all do well to follow’. 

A representative from the 
Grenada High Commission, 
where Tony worked in the 
1980s as its first secretary, 
also passed on the condolenc¬ 
es of the Grenadian govern¬ 
ment and Grenadians across 
the UK. 

However, one of the most 
touching moments of the day, 
perhaps, was when Glenn 
Jenkins, one of the pall¬ 
bearers and a family 
friend, led the hun¬ 
dreds gathered into 
a 15-second round 
of applause in recog¬ 
nition of Tony’s 
achievement and 
‘selflessness’ nature. 

Afterwards he said: 

“Future’s House is

THERE won’t be much cat 
swinging going on in this bijou 
abode.

FANCY a room with a view of a 
literary landmark, where the 
original lovelorn Juliet looked 
out from her balcony? 

This year marks the 400th 
anniversary of Shakespeare’s 
death with work on a new 
apartment block kicking off on 
the site of the Curtain theatre, 
where Shakespeare’s Romeo and 
Juliet was first performed. 

The theatre opened in 1577 and 
was where Ben Jonson’s Every 
Man in His Humour was 
performed in 1598, with the great 
playwright himself in the cast. 
The curtain finally fell in 1622 
and it ended up buried beneath a 
Victorian goods yard until 
archaeologists discovered it in 
2012. 

Its remains will be at the heart 
of the redevelopment, with plans 
for a heritage centre where 
visitors will walk on a glass 
platform just above the 
remnants, and view objects from 
the dig. The Bard would no 
doubt have approved of a 200-seat 


sunken amphitheatre, along with 
cafes, restaurants and shops. 

The Stage scheme is in the 
heart of hip and trendy 
Shoreditch with 412 apartments, 
ranging from studios to 
four-bedroom duplex penthouses 
in the 37-storey residential tower 
starting at £695,000.

Somewhere for a nuclear family? 


AS North Korea continues to 
boast about its weapons tests, 
thoughts of a global thermo¬ 
nuclear war have returned.

It’s a 
former nuclear bunker. 

This government-built retreat 
was a national secret until 2007 
when even some senior 
politicians confessed they were 
unaware of it. Built in 1989, it’s 
been well-maintained but never 
actually used. It’s now up for 
sale, and with anyone looking for 
an unusual project, it won’t cost 
a bomb as it’s on the market for 
£575,000. 

In Ballymena, County Antrim, 
the lower floor is completely 
underground and the upper floor 
is mounded over with earth. 

With 46,383sq ft of space, it’s 
capable of accommodating 236 
people, although that would have 
been a bit of a squeeze. 



You’d get stacks of original 
fixtures and fittings in the sale; 
there’s toilets, commercial 
kitchen facilities, a BBC 
broadcasting studio, conference 
facilities, air filtration systems, 
decontamination chambers, 
plant rooms and oil storage. 



Someone’s even left a stash of 
canned food from the late ‘80s in 
the kitchen. 

The agent reckons it could be 
turned into a tourist attraction 
like Scotland’s Secret Bunker, a 
Cold War nuclear command 
centre near St Andrews in Fife. 

There’s also a precedent for

Jeep Renegade

The Jeep Renegade is a genuinely 
smart piece of product design, 
distilling Jeep’s brand values into a 
smaller package while leaning on 
the smartest technology the Fiat 
Group has to offer. 

The Renegade offers a wide 
range of engines. For petrol peo¬ 
ple, there’s an entry-level I I Obhp 
1.6 eTorq unit or, if you want pet¬ 
rol but need extra power, there’s 
a 1.4-litre TMair powerplant with 
either 140 or 170bhp and the op¬ 
tion of a DDCT auto gearbox. If 
you’re looking at a diesel, there’s 
a 120bhp 1.6-litre MJet unit or a 
2.0-litre MJet option with either 
140 or 170bhp. You’ll need the 
170bhp TMair petrol unit or the 
2.0-litre MJet diesel if you want 
your car with 4WD. 

The car’s advanced 4x4 system 
incorporates a category-exclusive 
rear axle disconnect that switches 
seamlessly between two and 
four-wheel-drive for reduced 
energy loss when 4x4 capabil¬ 
ity isn’t needed, improving fuel 
efficiency in the process. And 
the first-in-segment nine-speed 
automatic transmission ensures 
benchmark performance both on 
and off-road. 

As much as I thought I’d dislike 
the Jeep Renegade, I couldn’t help 
but love the styling. Yes, there are 
some angles where it looks a bit 


like a Kia Soul that’s been on the 
hard stuff - but it’s well-resolved, 
features lovely tight overhangs 
and some very cool detailing. 
What is particularly interesting 
is the way the design features 
some very traditional Jeep design 
cues but isn’t afraid to twist them 
a bit into something resolutely 
modern-looking. That aspect you 
will either love or hate. 

Cover up the badges inside the 
car and, yes, you would probably 
think you were in a Fiat product, 
but if you’ve had a look at the 
latest Fiat range, that’s no bad 
thing. There’s a complexity to 
the fascia that’s a long way from 
the cheap plastics and slab-sided 
architectures that many associate 
with Jeep. It’s a bit pinched in the 
back, but then that comes with 
the territory when you’ve got this 
little length to play with. 

Jeep needed an entrant in the 
growing small crossover segment 
and the Renegade looks like a 
competitive rival. Many won¬ 
dered what would happen to Jeep 
when Fiat got involved. If this 
Renegade is any form guide, we 
needn’t have worried. 

Land Rover figured out long ago 
that it couldn’t sustain itself on 
just the old traditional customers. 
Jaguar and Jeep are working that 
out too.

dragged themselves into. 

It was as if an actual state 
was electing a new leader, 
such is the inflated regard 
they hold of themselves and, 
just as in a genuine political 
election, each of them felt 
like the same voice with a 
different face. 

Like every other football fan 
in this country, I was thrilled 
when Blatter announced he 
was stepping down as presi¬ 
dent after ludicrously being 
voted in again just days after 
several of his cronies were 
arrested as part of an FBI 
criminal investigation. 

It really did feel like a great 


day for football, but fast for¬ 
ward eight months and we’ve 
yet to see if FIFA has truly 
changed its ways. 

Yes, Blatter has been sus¬ 
pended, along with UEFA 
president Michel Platini, but 
it’s taken too long for any 
actual change to take effect 
and the organisation is now 
at a crossroads. 

With any luck, this really is 
a fresh start and FIFA will 
crawl out of the cesspit at 
long last, but there’s a fear 
that there are too many exec¬ 
utives who enjoy the life of 
luxury they lead too much for 
it to be given up. 

For too long, individuals 
like that have been shafting 
football when it’s supposed 
to be looking after its best 
interests. 

It’s probably asking too 
much for total reform, but I’d 
like to think that a more hon¬ 
est and transparent global 
governing body isn’t just a 
Utopian dream.

Jones unhappy with display

LUTON boss Nathan Jones admit¬ 
ted to mixed emotions after Oily 
Lee’s stoppage time stunner beat 
York 3-2 because he claimed his 
team were ‘mediocre’ at times. 

After a woeful first half the game 
turned into a five-goal thriller, but 
one where Town twice threw away 
the lead after Cameron McGeehan 
and Jack Marriott scored. 

Jones said: “We need a consist¬ 
ency in our performance. I’m not 
asking for anything elaborate. I’m 
not asking for Barcelona-style 
football. I’m not asking for any¬ 
thing that’s not standard in a good 
football team. 

“I watched Northampton play 
these the other night and 
Northampton, you can see why 
they’re top of the league. They do 
things well, they work, they graft. 

“They have a settled team and 
he’s [manager Chris Wilder] had 
them for two-and-a-half years, I 
understand that, but that’s the 
level we need to reach in terms of a 
performance. Then, in the stuff we 
do and the structures we give 
them, then we pose teams differ¬ 
ent problems, but we’ve got to be 


better than that.” 

The manager claimed that the 
performance was the worst under 
his stewardship, particularly the 
start. 

“It was a poor first half,” he said, 
adding: “They lacked energy, they 
lacked desire and any know-how 
in their play. We’re better than 
that. I know we’re better than that 
because I work with them every 
day and we’ve seen it in games. 

“We looked a mediocre team and 
we’re not going to be a mediocre 
team. That’s the disappointing 
thing. We didn’t really come out of 
the blocks. We upped the tempo in 
the second half, we came out of the 
blocks and we scored. 

“Then we gave them a goal, 
which can’t happen, but it is hap¬ 
pening. Then we got the lead back 
again. Then we should have 
defended that one better and then 
we managed to win it with a won¬ 
derful strike.” 

The win was Luton’s first at York 
in 15 years and the first time 
they’ve claimed back-to-back 
league wins since November. 

Jones said: “I’m delighted 
because we’ve won the game and 
got three points, but that was 
nowhere near good enough. That’s 
nowhere near the performance 
that we need.”

figures. 


That was in an explosive sec¬ 
ond half that came out of 
nowhere, such was the truly 
dire opening 45 minutes, 
which stretched the visitors’ 
barren spell at Bootham 
Crescent past the ten-hour 
mark. 

In fact, the last time they 
notched on Minstermen terri¬ 
tory was in their last triumph, 
nearer the turn of the century, 
so Luton’s goalscorers were 
mere babes when that hap¬ 
pened, a lifetime ago.

Luton were caught short try¬ 
ing to play offside and Fewster 
skipped past the right back to 
fire in for the second time - so 
there will not have been a 
more relieved man than the 
Scot once Lee popped up with 
his late, late cracker. 


“I enjoyed that,” the mid¬ 
fielder said, adding: “It was 
nice to get the winner in the 
last couple of minutes as I 
haven’t scored for a while. It 
was a long time coming but 
worth the wait.” 

Fifteen years to be precise.
